WHEREAS the next session of the Constituent 
Assembly is due to begin on Monday , the 28th 
April , 1947 ; 

AND WHEREAN communal disturbances have re 
cently taken place in Delhi and there is likeli . 
hood of demonstrations leading to communal 
riots or afttraya, necessitating special and speedy 
measures for the prevention of injury to persona 
lawfully employed and for the prevention of 
danger to human life , health and safety ; 

NOW THEREFORE in exercise of the powers con 
ferred upon me by section 144 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure 1898 , I , M . S . Randhawa, 
District Magistrate , Delhi make this written 
order , prohibiting all meetings of teu or more 
persons and all kinds of audible or visible de 
monstrations in any public street or place with 
in the area of New Delhi specified in the sche 
dule below and directing all persons to abstain 
from promoting or taking part in any such 
meetings or demonstration . 

This order is directed to the public generally 
frequenting or visiting the area specified be 
low and is passed ex parte in face of an emer 
gency . It shall come into force at once and 
shall remain in force for a period of one month . 

Any person contravening this order shall be 
punishable under section 188 of the Indian 
Penal Code .
